Fatal Gun Accident 
At dyivan Lake 


A very distressing and fatal gun 
accident occurred at Sylvan Lake on 
Sunday last, September 14th, which 
resulted in the death of a fine young 
Scotchman, James Melville Robert- 
son, resident engineer of the Alberta 
Central branch of the C.P.R. Mr.

Says Smithers. of G.T.P. 


Smithers, of G.T.P., Has Confidence in 


-Municipalities---No Let-up in Pushing 


Road to Coast. 


Montreal, Sept. 9.—‘‘I do not 
think there are many people at home 
who consider Canada has over-bor- 
rowed,” said A. W. Smithers, of the 
Yrand Trunk Pacific, ipon his re- 
turn here Monday from the west. 
“There is not, so far as I know, any 
municipality in Canada unable to 
pay its indebtedness. Canada, like 
some other countries, may have been 


‘spoiled in the past by getting its 


money too cheaply, and while you 
wilk get all the money you require, 
for any good project, the fact  re- 
mains that you will have to pay a 
higher rate in the British market. 
Now that the war is over, and an 
improved state of things exists in 
Europe, it will be found that the 
past year’s crisis in financial matters 


will be succeeded by better times 
than ever.

ink Question 


This week we are starting our an- 
nual kick for a skating rink in this 
city. We had a good covered skat- 
ing rink in this city once upon a 
time, many years ago. The winter 


- months were then the most pleasant 


of the year. Red Deer was right to 
the front in hockey, skating and car- 
nival events. Looking back over the 
files of The News, we find that in 
1905, 1906 and 1907, Red Deer had 
three hockey teams, junior, intex- 
mediate and senior, all of them good 
in their respective classes. Every- 
body in town skated then, and car- 
nivals held at least twice a season. 
In January, 1907, the big roof of tho 
rink collapsed. Since then hockey and 
skating has gradually dropped, until 
in the winter of 1912-13 there was 
just one game of hockey, when tho 
High School played. Blackfalds, and 
skating was next to a minus quan- 
tity. What is the matter? We havo 
a good little city here, and a good 
bunch of sports, and everybody seems 
in favor of a rink. Several of our 
foremost citizens have expressed 
themselves in public regarding the 
matter, suggesting a rink be erected. 
But, beyond a little of that hot stuff, 
nothing has been done. Skating is 
admitted by everybody to be tho 
most healthy and pleasant of ex- 


ereises, and the citizens are very 
slow ,in not taking advantage of 
their natural opportunities in this 


line. In parts of B.C., U.S.A. and 
Ingland and France they make arti- 
ficial ice for this great sport; but 
natural Alberta ice has artificial ice 
beaten forty ways. Let us make a 
combined effort, and see if we can- 
not start something in the way of a 
rink,

As to the ques- 
tion of skaters supporting a skating 
tink, they have had nothing but an 
open-air rink to support for tho 
last five years, and they are getting 
sick of that.” 

A clerk: ‘‘I wish we could get a 
skating rink this winter. After a 


day behind the counter, a fellow 
feels the need of a little healthy 
exercise. In summer it is alright, 
but in winter skating and hockey

'Now fifty dollars a month and board 
is not to be sneered at by farm lab- 
orers, it seems to us. Jt is more 
than unskilled labor can earn in 
practically any other field. Board 
in this western country is worth at 
least a dollar aday, making the 
wages aggregate about $80 per 


month, or more than $3 per day. 
:When the men who claimed to be 
looking for work were approached, 
however, they scorned the $50 wage 
and would not work until they were 
given their price. There are plenty 
of men hanging around the cities idle 
and no doubt the'facs of the men 
who refused $50 per month and: board 
will be seen in the breadlines .and 
the cheap lodging ‘houses this winter 
It is always this kind who are 60 
independent they will not work un- 
less they are given theif own price, 
hours and conditions under which 
they work. Certainly times have 
changed since the days when men 
worked for anything they could get. 
from the farmer before the reaper 
came tv crowd the floating farm. po- 
pulation into .other lines of work. 

We have recently heard street cor- 
net speakers in some of our es- 
tern Canadian Cities, speaking in 
the interests of organizations sup- 
posed to help the working men, who 
were calling down the wrath of the 
working man against the capitalist, 
the editor, the mill owner and lastly 
the farmer. They were telling their 
audiences that the farmer was as 
much a robber as any of the capita- 
ists and mine or mill owners because 
they were creating a wealth by the 
sweat of labor and not allowing 
labor to share in it, and other de- 
clarations equally foolish. Possibly 
the laborers already referred to had 
been absorbing the preachings of tho 
street corner fanatics. At any rato 
laborers are getting more independ- 
ent every year and the farmer is 
finding it harder and harder to find 
dependable help for his harvest.

With impun- 
ity he will drive a rusty nail into 
one’s right temple to cure a_ bad 
pain in the head. 

Jt is no uncommon thing in some 
of the more remote parts of China 
for the medical missionary, called to 
a house to see a sick child, to find 
it buried in the earth, with only its 
head visible. This is done, so the 
anxious parents will tell you, be- 
cause the child should not throw 
about its arms in convulsions, and 
when announcement is made that 
the child cannot be cured the people 
merely wonder, and ask you why 
your magic medicine cannot cure it. 

In cases of sickness that hang 
about for a long period, tho Chinese 
eall in a wizard to drive away the 
disease. 
| Generally a blackguard of the deep- 
vest dyc, this individual at once 
makes his own terms.

Orchards 


Penticton, .B.C., Sept. 10.—Thous- 
ands of peaches, tons of lusciou» 
fruit, ripe and delicious, lie rotting 
in Okanagan orchards. The grower» 
who have worked so hard to bring 
the fruit to maturity, the shipping 
agencies and | the transportation 
companies are powerless to do any- 
thing to stop. the wholesale rum 
which has come to such a_ large 
percentage of this year’s record fruit 
yield. 

In Penticton, where more peaches 
are grown than in other points of 
the Okanagan country, and where, 
favored by its southern winds at the 
extremity of Lake Okangan, the 
early or late varieties of peacher 
mature just as fully as in California, 
though a trifle later, the story of 
last year is repeating itself, although 
not in such a great degree. 

Owing to the failure of the canner- 
ies to handle Triumph peaches, which 
constitute about £0 per cent. of tho 
total varieties grown in southern 
Okanagan, the growers of this class 
of fruit will suffer a great loss. In 
fact, practically the only — returns 
which they will et is from local 
sales. The shipment of Triumphs 
has been curtailed owing to the de- 
mands of the canneries, and now 
the fruit is rotting on the trees.

Million Acres Per Day : 


“Million Hogs to Market | 


Reports from Saskatchewan auth- 
orities are that a million acres of 
grain is being cut per day while the 


harvest season is at its top. This 
wheat is averaging 20 bushels to 
the acre, or 20,000,000 bushels 


wheat per day is being harvested. 
Taking 70 cents as the average price 
farmers will obtain for their wheat 
shows $14,000,000 as the sum: being 
“banked’’ for them every day. That 
looks like a Jarge sum, and should 
make everybody happy and leave the 
farmers something after all mortga- 
ges, machinery notes, building bills, 
ete,, are met. Many of them will 
have to hurry their grain to market 
and sacrifice a few cents per bushel 
in order to mect some of these notes 
and bills, no doubt, but taking the 
situation by and large and most of 
the straight grain farmers should 
make money this year. Some of 
them who had large holdings, got 
their crops in ground well prepared, 
missed hail and are prepared to hold 
their grain and unload as the market 
ects right will clean up a fortune. 
It is a great grain year. 

Take the hog end of the business 
now. Alberta will this year market 
over a million hogs, according -to 
claims of Calgary credit men who 
have been investigating conditions 
in the southern end of the province. 
Possjbly the number will be consid- 
erably in  exeess of this amount; 
there has been a large increase in 
hog stock in the central and nor- 
thern end of the province also. Yast 
year the output of the province was 


200,000 hogs. It begins to look as 
though the western. province was 
making a hog of itself, dosn't it? 


All of these hogs are eating grain to 
fatten for the packing plants. In- 
stead of more than a dollar in Al- 
berta fertility going out with every 
bushel of grain as is done under the 
straight grain system, that sum 
will be kept on the farms of a great 
number of farmers, a number that is 
growing by thousands yearly.

Bonds to Small Investors 
Not long ago, the city of St. 


Paul offered for sale $200,000 6 per 
cent. paying bonds, which the bond 
houses declined to buy. Then a 
local trust company took the issue, 
and, in order to see what could be 
done with the small investor, placed 
the bonds on sale in a department 
store. The entire allotment was 
sold in five hours, each purchaset 
taking on the average $250 of the 
bonds. The suecess of this  experi- 
ment led James J. Hill to take a 
bond issue of $250,000 with interest 
at 44 per cent., selling $10” trust 
certificates against the issue and no 
more than $100 to each purchaser. 
The entire issue was quickly — ab- 
sorbed. The Baltimore Sun made an 
even more daring experiment when 


it took $5,500,000 of 4 per cent. 
city stock, which the municipality 
had found difficulty in disposing of, 


and offered them for sale to its read- 
ers at 90. On the first day $43,500 
was sold; on the second = day 
$73,600 ; on the third day $121,400, 
and on the last day of the © sale, 
when people stood in long lines to 
bus bands, $305,400 was disposed 
of, After that the remainder of the 
issve was offered at the City Hull, 
and the entire amount absorbed. 
Whether the Sun could have sold its. 
issue to its readers-.is something 
upon which no one can speak with 
authority.

These ex- 
periments in St. Paul and Baltimore 
have shown that the small investor
